According to Islam, it was compiled from 
AJlali's great book ot secret decrees, and canio 
from heaven pnge by pago, vei-so by verse, to 
iinligLten tho great, legislator as to ivbat ho 
should tench mankind.

Tho mission of Mohammed was revealed to

From that moment ilo- 
hamiiKxl, stricken by a holy fear, shut himself 
up in a cave near the town. Ho passed his 
days nnd rights in meditations, in fusts, ami 
inprnycrs. Ono night tho angel Gabriel ap- 
peared to him, and ordered him to read.

According to Islam, tlio angel Gabriel, who 


lad appeared twelve Liir.es to Adam, fifty 
imes to Noali, forty-two times to Abraham, 
00 times to Moses and ten times to Jes-.is 
Christ, dazzled Molmromod by his presence 
more than 2-1,000 times. 
Ho nevci- appeared 


0 Mohammad except with a face resplontlont 
vith glory and light; ho shed about him tho 
sweetest perfumes, and made himself, known 
>y a voice- silvery but sweet, liko tho sound of 
jells heard in tho distance. This particular 
sound is called salsalo in Turkish. 


Tho presence of tho angel Gabriel nlwnys 


nilwl tno soul of tho prophot with a. holy fear. 
A cold perspiration covered his body, liis 
eyes gleamed in their sockets liko two stiu-s in 
tho night. "Tho perusal of tho holy booh," 
says an Arabic historian, "always produced 
a kind ot ecstasy followed by a great agita- 
tion. Ho roso and gesticulated; ho bccanio 
impassioned nnd then filled with tenu'orr.css; 
[10 wept nnd then became calm, according 
to the sense of each verso ot tho divino book." 


To-day even, iu spito of tho deep breaches 


that the modem spirit has mado in tho re- 
ligious beliefs of tho Turks, even' good Mus- 
sulman reveres tho Koran as tho supremo 
book that includes tho essence of nil divino 
law. 
Ho novcr touches it without being in 


tho prescribed state of purity, without kiss- 
ing it and without putting it to hie f orohcad 
with all tho signs o! the most profound devo- 
tion. Tho wealthy, when they happen to bo 
religious, make it a duty to adom tho bind- 
ing with plates of gold or silver, set with 
precious stones. This is not clone because 
they understand it well; for tho Eoraii, so ru- 
mai-kiiblo Tor its exaggerated and llorid style, 
is not very intelligible, even to learned Turks 
and Arabians. Its precepts aro singularly 
confused nnd ambiguous, and its subjects ol'O 
arrangLKl with such incoherency that it is 
difficult to follow the sense. 
Moreover, it is 


accompanied by n mass o£ annotations ami 
commontaries called mufescirs, tbo offect ot 
which is to inci'cnso still more the- obscu:-lty 
of tho text. 


Tbe Koran contains not or.ly ail tho relig- 


ious laws ot Mohammedanism, but nlso tho 
greater part of tho civil, social and judicial 
laws in voguo in the Mussuln-.auic world. 
They aro sovcral centuries behind nodcrn 
civilization, and this explains in part why it 
is tliat the Turks and their government rests;

It is tho Koran that has mado 
tho sultans and the whole Mussulmanic hier- 
archy what thoy oro. It Is this book that 
nourishes in the Mussulmanic heart tho hate 
and contompt bestowed upon Christians, that 
maintains from tho top to tho bottom of tho 
social scale tho seclusion of women, their 
degradation and their ignorance. It is this 
book that authorizes polygamy and tho slave 
trade. To regenerate tho Osmanli, it would 
be necessary to dethrone tho Koran. But who 
will dethrone it?—Emilo Julliard in Tlio Cos- 
mopolitan. 


Two Kinds or Jury 


Thero are two kinds of challenges—first, 


tor cause; second, peremptory. Their pur- 
pose is to oxcludo trora tho jury men unfit to 
servo or. it. Tho causis for which a talesman 
may bo rejected aro prescribed by law. They 
arc numerous. They arc- such as aro supposed 
to render tho jurors biased—partial to or 
prejudiced against tho accused. Every mar 
summoned tor jury duty may bo questioned 
by tho lawyers on cither side or by the judgo 
with tho viu-wa of ascertaining whether ho ib 
acceptable. Ho may bo challenced for cause 
either by tho prosecution or tho defense. It 
is for tho court to decido -whether tho cauto is 
sufficient to disqualify tho juror and wan-ant 
his rejection. 


A peremptory challenge is an objection to 


n juror for which no reason need bo given 
but noon which tho co.urfc must exclude him 
By it'cithor side-may got rid of any juror to 
whom there is no legal objection—that is, who 
cannot bo set aside tor cause. Tho counsel 
for the prisoner or tho counsel tor thr, pcoplL 
has simply to say that tho juror is excused 
and tbo jui'or must step aside. Tho numbei 
of peremptory challenges is ilscd by law, 1* 
varies in different classes of cases.—New 
York Herald.

This suspicion soon fastened itself 
in tho heads of all those present, and for two 
hours after nightfall the alleys and sido 
streets were filled with persons who were en-
